Britain, North Europe devastated 


LONDON, Jan 26, (Agencies): Residents of Britain and Northern, Europe 
recovered today from a devastating storm which hammered the region with 
hurricane-force winds, kniing at least 9f people and infBctiBg hundreds ( millions 
of dollars worth of -damage. 

The Thursday tempest wreaked most destruction in Britain, where gusts 
exceeding 100 mph (160 km) blasted down rows of titees, ripped roofs off 
building and swept vehicles from roads. 


Colombian plane may have run out of fuel 

66 die in jet crash 


COVE NECK, New York, Jan 
26, CAP): A Colombian jetliner 
on a landing approach radioed 
that an Miginri had gone out 
before it crashed in heavy fog and 
rain, killing at least 66 Or 158 
people aboard, authorities said 
today. 

A source dose to the crash 
probe tokl the Associated Press 
investigators said preliminary 
indications suggested the plane 
ran out of fuel 

Police in Nassau county, site 
of the crash, said al least 66 peo~ 
pie died. Officer Michael 
Palermo of die tort Authority, 
which operates Kennedy Inter- 
national Airport, S^id 67 had 
died. It was not dear if members 
of the crew were among the 
fatalities. 

At least 80 people aboard the 
Boeing 707 weir injured in die 
crash, said Chuck . Degaetano of 
the New York City emergency 
medical service. 

Avianca flight 52 was carrying 
149 passengers and nine crew 
members when it crashed last 
night on its second approach to 
the airport on Long Island^ east 
of New York City, the airline 
said. 

“There were bodies on top of 
bodies on top of bodies,” said 
Jeff Race, 26, a New York City 
paramedic who lives near the 
crash scene. He said be was the 
first rescuer at the scene. 

“Some were alhne. some were

“People were screaming. .. most 
of them were stiD strapped in 
their seats. It was just mangled, 
twisted metaL” 

The 23-year-oki jetliner, more 
than 90 minutes late from 
Bogota after a stop in Medellin, 
Colombia, broke into at least 
three pieces.

ing.

Metrologjsts reported the deep depression was grinding eastward toward the Baltic 
states and would probably dissipate mto inclement weather when it entered the Soviet 
Union later today. 

Police and news reports in Britain said at least 44 people had been killed, most by 
falling trees and in motor accidents along slippery roads. 

The storm rolled across the F.n gli&h Channel ana pounded the Netherlands, leaving 20 
people dead. A Danish sailor was confirmed drowned when a trawler sank in the North 
Sea, and at least seven other seamen were reported missing and feared dead. 

Weather-related accidents 
claimed 10 lives in Belgium, eight 
in France and eight in West Gar- 
many. The storm — the worst to 
hit Britain since an Oct 1987 
hurricane — also left hundreds of 
people injured across Europe. 

A police helicopter monitor- 
ing traffic in a snowstorm clipped 
the side of a five-stony apart- 
ment Nock and crashed on Wed- 
nesday, killing one officer and 
injuring three other people on 
board, police said. 

Strathclyde police said the 
pilot of the Bell Jet Ranger 
helicopter and two police officers 
were injured in the crash, one 
seriously. 

All but one British Rail station 
in the capital were closed yester- 
day afternoon and the city's sub- 
way system was severiy disrupted 
by fal len tree limbs on the above- 
ground sections. 

Clean-up crews swung into 
operation throughout the 
region, with the British military 
called out to assist cavil autho- 
rities in dearingjogds and rail- 
way lines blocked by toppled - 
trees, downed utility poles and 
debris. 

The British Broadcasting 
Corp. reported remote regions 
could be cut off for at least one 
month because local councils 
were so overstretched. Prelimin- 
ary damage estimates had rea- 
ched £800 million ($1.33 billion), 
and some three million people 
remained without electricity, ft 
said. 

Most of the deaths were 
caused by failing trees or collaps- 
ing roofs. A giant stone sphere 
feu through a roof at a school in 
western Bristol city, killing a 16- 
year-old schoolgirl, and two 
students died at other schools in 
the area. 

“I think everything is being 
done that possibly could be done, 
and people are responding well,’' 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher told reporters. "Our deepst 
sorrows to those whose lives just 
suddenly changed because of this 
terrible tragedy.'* 

Tens of thousands of office 
workers in London were forced 
to remain overnight in the capital 
because of cancelled trains, but 
authorities reported most trans- 
port services haul been reinstated, 
many at reduced schedules. 

Dutch meteorologists said the 
storm was the worst to hit the 
Netherlands in 10 years, and the 
lowlying region was hammered 
by winds that crushed cars, des- 
troyed buildings and brought life 
to a standstill. A spokeswoman 
for the national insurance infor- 
mation office said the damage 
would take weeks to appraise, 
but would probably run into the 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

The storm sparked a fire at a 
luxury hotel in the coastal town 
of Noordwijk, 

Belgian and West German 
military helicopters worked 
through the night to pluck 56 
sailors from a Soviet ship that 
sank in the North Sea. At least 
two other vessels were sunk in the 
turbulent seas, and East German 
officials reported they had dis- 
patched rescue teams to assist 
foreign boats endangered in their 
national waters. 

West German authorities 
evacuated one coastal village 
threatened by floods from a 
broken dyke, and thousands of 
-police and fire fighters worked 


a mansion owned by the parents 
of tennis star John McEnroe, 
about a quarter-mile from the 
crash. Bodies were wrapped in 
white plastic and lined in rows.

Kashmir revolt 

SRINAGAR. India. Jan 26, (Agencies): Beefed-up government troops strictly 
enforced a curfew and searched bouses for Muslim separatists today as India 
marked its 40th anniversary as a republic, witnesses and sources said. 

At least 70 people, mostly militant Muslims, have been killed since the 
government launched a crackdown on separatists in Kashmir last Saturday in 
an effort to halt escalating violence. 

Muslim youths defied the curfew and burned Indian flags shortly after 
daybreak today. A few hours later, a state government official presided over an 
anniversary ceremony, but no spectators were permitted to attend. 

A spokesman for Kashmir's senior Muslim cleric. Mirwaiz Moulvi Farouq, 
said: “It is virtually martial law.” 

Journalists were confined to a hotel and warned they would be arrested and 
risked getting shot if th <9 tried to leave it. Telephone calls were disrupted. 

In Srinagar, where Muslim crowds have frequently defied the curfew orders 
confining them to their homes, troops refusal to let anyone on the streets. 
People were ordered to keep windows dosed. 

Sources contacted by telephone from Jammu, the state's winter capital, said 
trows conducted house-to-house searches in several parts of Srinagar and the 
nearbv towns of Anantnag and Baramulla. 

Several Muslims youths were detained, the sources said on condition of not 
being identified. They said they did not know the exact number detained. 

At least nine people were shot dead when a small Himalayan town joined a 
separatist revolt in Kashmir. 

Officials said today that security forces opened fire to drive off a crowd ol 
thousands who attacked their food supply truck as it drove through Handawor. 
1 00 km (60 miles) cast of the Pakistan border, on Thursday night. 

Witnesses in Handa wor said the death toll was higher. One said he counted 10 
bullet-scarred bodies in one local hospital. 

The militant Jammu and Kashmir Liberation Front in a message, relayed 
from the loudspeakers of the city’s mosques, told Muslims to observe a "civilian 
curfew" against India’s celebration of Republic Day. 

In Muzaffarabad, Pakistan, thousands of angry Kashmiris marched through 
the capital of Pakistan-ruled Azad Kashmir today calling Tor an Islamic holy 
war against India.

World’s most beautiful woman 


LONDON, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Ava Gardner, the actress who 
turned her back on Hollywood 
after winning rave reviews as one 
of the most beautiful women in 
the world, died yesterday at the 
age of 67 in a London hosphaL 
A spokeswoman for her agent 
in Los Angeles, Jess Morgan, 
said Gardner, who lived in self- 
exile from Hollywood for the 
1 22 years, died of pneumonia. 


r riends said that when she 
moved to England a few years 
ago, it restored her sanity. 

Hollywood mounted Gardner 
as stars and directors paid tribute 
to the actress. 

Former president of the US, 
Ronald Reagan, a personal 
friend, said in Los Angeles she 
was “a great star who gave us all 
so many wonderful moments on 
the screen.” 

Mickey Rooney, who heard 
the news in Florida, said his ex- 
wife's death had left him bereft. 

“My heart is broken with the 
loss ofmyfirst love," the 69-year- 
old actor said. “The beauty and 
magic of Ava will forever be in all 


of our hearts." 

Gardner, the star of such films 
as ‘Barefoot Contessa,' The 
Night .Of The Iguana,' 
‘Mogambo,’ ‘The Snows Of 
Kilimanjar o,* and ‘Pandora And 
The Flying Dutchman/ was 
treated in hospital for- 
pneumonia when she visited Los 
Angeles in October 1 986. 

A tough-talking lady who 
repeatedly fought her studio, 
Hollywood fronds remembered 
stories of her late-night parties 
and her failed marriages to 
Rooney, band leader Artie Shaw 
and singer Frank Sinatra. 

■i Gardner was once described as 
“the world’s most beautiful 
animal" because of a series of 
sultry, sexy roles in Hollywood. 

HerlastfQxn was The Priest Of 
Love' in 1980, a movie based on 
the life of writer D.H. Lawrence. 

Gardner maintained through 
her life that she was a victim of 
her sexy image and said she “was 
never really an actress. None of 
us kids that came up through the 
studio system were. We were just 
good to look at.

PAWTUCKET, Rhode Island: Have

..women in the US state of Rhode 
Island to seek prenatal care early in 
their pregnancy. 

A community group and a 
hospital in the city of Pawtucket — 
with a 15,000 grant from tbe March 
of Dimes Charity — will kick of the 
lottery Feb 1. 

The programme seeks to 
encourage women, especially poor 
women, to seek health care in the 
first three months of pregnancy, 
when the foetus is especially 
vulnerable to damage from drugs, 
disease and poor diet. 

“We know of no other 
programme in the country Hke 
this,” said Dr Lany Culpepper of 
the hospital's department of family 
medicine and the Brown University 
medical schooL 

The lottery is open to any woman 
who is less than 1 2 weeks prepant, 
lives in the dty of Central Falls or 
Pawtucket, and seeks prenatal care 
from a doctor in one of those cities. 

Up for grabs will be six monthly 
prizes ranging from S25 to 5100, 
with winners' names drawn from 
entry forms women fill out in their 
doctors’ offices. 

Women who keep all doctor’s 
appointments throughout their 
pregnancy will be eligible fora $500 
grand prize award evoy six months. ■ 

If the two-year project is 
successful, the lottery may be 
expanded statewide, Culpepper said 
Tuesday.

Funding, $7,000 will go toward 
prizes, and the rest for 
administration and publicity.

MADRID: Tbe poet, writer and 
scholar Damso Alomo, director 
Emeritus of the Royal Academy of 
tbe Spanish Language, has died 
after a long illness, a family member 
said Thursday.

Groups oppose standardised tests in schools 


WASHINGTON, Jan 26, (AP): Leaders of more than four 
dozen US education, parent, and civil rights groups said 
standardised, multiple-choice tests should no longer be 
used to measure student performance. 

Those testa should be replaced with ’ ‘performance- 
based assessments” that provide educationally useful 
information to parents, schools, communities, and gover- 
nments, the group said. 

“The testing Craze had damaged the quality of our 
schools,” said Monte Nefl. associate director of Fairtest of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, which is spearheading the 
effort. 

“Low-income and minority-group children have been 
particularly harmed. Teaching the narrow content 


included in multiple-choice tests has prevented students 
from learning higher-order thinking skills.” 

Gregory Anrig, president of the educational testing 
service, the Princeton. NJ firm that produces several 
popular tests for college- bound students, said he disagrees 
with the “blanket rejection of muhipks-choice tests.” 

“They remain a valid, effidentand inexpensive means to 
measure certain important aspects of student 
achievement," he said in a statement 

‘To simply call for abandonment of a proven and 
econonncaftnethod of measurement is to go forth with one 
of education’s hands tied behind its back, and impede the 
ninety progress that aD Americans desire for our schools."

A painting by Vincent van Gogh, loaned to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art In 1984, will leave the museum 
te be auctioned for an expected price of up to $50 million 
Christie's Auction House says. 

The painting, "Portrait of Dr Cachet,” is from the collec- 
tion of Siegfried Kramarsky. a German-bom New York 
banker who died In 1 961 . It is being sold-by a trust created 
under his will 

Museum director Philippe de Montebello said he was not 
surprised that such a painting was headed for the auction 
block. 

"The reduced tax advantages to collectors and the 
increased sale potential are a combination that is irresisti- 


ble to collectors and fatal to museums,” he said. 

The portrait of Dr Paul-Ferdinand Gachet was painted 
six weeks before Van Gogh committed suicide in 1890. 

It will be auctioned May 15, almost precisely 100 years 
after It was finished. 

Gacheta practitioner of homeopathic medicine, was 
Van Gogh's physician and a friend of impressionist pain- 
ters. The doctor, an artist himself, Is shown seated at a 
table, head in hand, with what Van Gogh called “the 
broken-hearted expression of our time." 

Va n Gogh pai nted a slightly large version with less detail 
and flatter colours. It hangs In the Musee D'Orsay in Paris.

WASHINGTON, Jan 26, (AP): 
A synthetic compound has been 
shown in laboratory experiments 
to prevent reproduction of the 
Aids virus, US researches 
announced yesterday. 

The compound, a man-made 
peptide called U-81749, appears 
to block the final stage of a 
process the Aids virus uses to 
reproduce itself in human cells. It 
works in a different way than 
AZT, or zidovudine, which 
attacks an earlier stage in the life 
cycle of the virus; 

“It (U-81749) drastically 
slows down ana reduces the 
number of mature viral particles 
you get in an infection,” said 
Leonard Post, director of infec- 
tious disease research at Upjohn 
Co., the pharmaceutical firm 
that developed the compound. 

At present, AZT is the only

BOSTON, Jan 26, (AP): It’s h ealthier to be shaped Eke a pear than&n 
apple, and now experts believe they know why: cholesterol levels are 
closely licked with where people carry their fat 

Researchers have long noticed that folks with fat posteriors tend to 
have healthier hearts than those with big stomachs, but the reason for 
this was unclear. 

A new US study offers a possible explanation. It shows that people 
with beefy hips and trim waists have higher levels of aprotective form of 
cholesterol called HDL than do those with potbellies and small 
behinds. 

“When patients come in, we advise them to lose weight," said Dr 
Richard £. Ostlund Jr. “This paper suggests that more important than 
that is how the fat is distributed?’ 

His study, conducted with healthy elderly people, found that dif- 
ferences in people's HDL cholesterol levels. 

Ostlund’ s study, conducted at Washington University School of 
Medicine, was published in yesterday’s New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

HDL — High Denary Lipoprotein — is the so-called good choles- 
terol. The more people nave in their blood, the lower their chances of 
heart attacks. Women typically have higher HDL levels than men. As 
they grow older, women also tend to put on weight around their hips, 
while men are more prone to larger bellies. 

Experts have long suspected that differences in sex hormones might 
explain the HDL disparity between men and women. However, the new 
study suggests that body shape, not sex, could be the key factor. It 
found that pear-shaped men tend to have high HDL, while apple- 
shaped women have lower HDL. 

“It’s not how fat you are; it’s where the fat’s located,” said Ostlund.

Post said the new compound 
works by inhibiting the action of 
protease, an enzyme used by the 
Aids virus to process proteins 
during the final stages of its 
reproduction. The result, he said, 
is that the virus cannot make 
mature copies of itself, and this 
prevents the spread of infection 
toother cells. 

He emphasised that the com- 
pound has been used only in test 
tubes on cultured cells and that it 
will be years before such a com- 
pound will be ready for human 
tests. 

Aids, or acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome, is caused 
by the human immunodeficiency 
virus, or HIV. When this virus 
invades a human cell, it takes 
over the cell’s protein-making 
machinery to reproduce itself 
During this process, the virus 
directs the creation of a number 
of different proteins. Protease is 
an enzyme the virus uses to chop 
up a large protein molecule, 
called P55, into several different 
types of smaller protein 
molecules needed to make a 
mature HTV particle. 

Post said that by blocking the 
action of protease, the P55 
molecule is not processed and the 
viral particle does not mature. 

Dr Bernard Moss, chief of the 
laboratory of viral d is e a se s at the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, said the 
Upjohn research has demon- 
strated a new vulnerable point in 
the Aids virus. 

“The major significance of the 
work is that we are no w attacking 
another target in the HIV virus,” 
said Moss.

Good news for female ex-smokers 


BOSTON, Jan 26, (UPI): Smok- 
ing sharply boosts a woman’s 
chances of having her first heart 
attack but the risk drops back to 
normal within about three years 
after sfickicks ffihafia . 

chore reporte d^-— - 
fTPHe finding in the New 
'England Journal of Medicine 
offer the most definitive evidence 
yet for women about what had 
long been known for men: quit- 
ting smoking quickly reverses the 
heart attack risk. . 

“The more, they smoke the 
greater the chance of having a 
heart attack. That's the bad 
news,” said Boston University’s 
Lynn Rosenberg, who led the 
study. "The good news is if they 
quit smoking that increase in risk 
will dissipate pretty much within 
three to four years after they quit. 
So they should quit as soon as 
they can." 

Many previous studies have 
found smoking sharply 
increased the risk of having a 
heart attack for both men and 
women and that the riskdropped 
quickly in men. But there has 
been little research after the ben- 
efits of quitting for women, 
Rosenberg said. 

Rosenberg and her colleagues 
studied 910 women who were 
hospitalised after their first heart 
attack and 2,375 women hosp- 
italised for illnesses unrriatafl to 
smoking in Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and 
New York. 

Women who smoked had 
more than 3 1/2 times greater risk 
of suffering their fust heart 
attacks compared to women who 
had never smoked, and that risk 
increased with the amount 
smoked each day, the researchers 
found. 

While smokers' heart attack 
risk remained elevated after they 
quit smoking, the risk decreased 
steady after about the first year 

women who^ad never smoked 
by about three yean after they 
had quit, the researchers said. 

The risk dropped for women ' 
regardless of their age, the 
amount that they had smoked or 
the length of time they had 
smoked, the researched said. . 

The findings are especially 
important because tobacco com- 
panies have been targrting their 
advertising campaigns at 
women, who- now smoke at 
about the same rate as men, 
Rosenberg said.

Senators Rene Saguisag, Jose 
Tina and Ernesto Herrera endor- 
sed the resolution filed in the 23- 
member Senate. 

The resolution said that foll- 
owing the Dec 1-9 coup attempt 
against President Corazon 
Aquino, “a strong public 
clamour has emerged calling for 
an innwriiate snap election.” 

It cited unresolved problems 
of graftand corruption, spiraling 
paces 1 'of prime commodities, 
shortages of transportation 
facilities ' and the communist 
insurgency. 

The resolution also said the 


Mling on May 11, 1992, of 
simultaneous elections for 
national, provincial and town 
officials requiring the writing of 
at least 47 names on the ballot, 
was “impractial, cumbersome 
and time-consuming.’ ’ 

At least 1 1 9 people were killed

Mutineers accused Aquino of 
inefficiency and corruption. 

Under the 1987 constitution,

MANILA, Jan 26, (UPI): The 
Philippmes armed forces chief 
said yesterday he was disturbed 
over attempts by communist 
rebels to secure arms from North 
Korea and said the military was 
watching the situation carefully.

forged an agreement inthefal] of 
■ 1987 with North Korea to 
provide arms in exchange for 
information on US military 
facilities in the country. 

The documents, which were 
released Wednesday, were taken 
from WQma Tiamzon, a poht- 
buro member of the outlawed 
Communist Party of the Philip- 
pines, who was arrested during a 
raid on his suburban apartment 
lastOct-^--. . .-T 


Asked to comment on news 
reports of arms shipment from 
North Korea, De Villa said, “I 
agree with you that these are dis- 
turbing reports ... (but) we are 
not ready to confirm that arms 
ahve actually been shipped.” 

He said the last foreign arms 
shipment to the outlawed Com- 
munist Party of the Philippines 
and its military arm, the New 
Peoples Army (NPAJ, was from 
China in the early 1970s. He said 
in 1980 authorities discovered 
some 300 rifles intended for the 
rebels from an unidentified 
foreign country. 

‘‘Since that time up to the 
present, we have not confirmed 
or verified or even gotten 
accurate reports that large 
firearms shipments have been 
landed in tire Philippines,” De 
Villa said.

ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast, Jan 26. 
(AP): Liberian soldiers are killing 
hundreds of civilians in tbeir.scarcb- 
and-lriU mission for rebels, medical 
workers and diplomats said yester- 
day. 

“They tell really horrendous 
stories of soldiers spraying entire 
villages with 50-calibre machine 
guns,” said a Western diplomat who 
requested anonymity. Bullets from 
such heavy weapons tear huge holes

The diplomat and Ivorian sources 
estimate at least 500 civilians have, 
been killed in Liberia’s eastern 
Nimba County since soldiers were 
deployed to halt a Dec 24 rebel incur- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Jan 26, (Agencies): President George Bush, declar- 
ing the war against drugs was his biggest challenge, wants Congress to 
provide $10.6 billion for the anti-drug effort and authorise the death 
penalty for cocaine barons and their henchmen. 

“I think it’s the Ng one, and I think it’s the test not for the 
administration, but for every community in the country, every state, 
every local government,” Bush told a news conference yesterday when 
asked if the an ti-drug campaign was theprimaiy test oflus government. 

Drugs “remain this nation’s number one concern,” he said earftarin 
laying out the second phase of his national drug strategy at a White 
House lunch for newspapen^blishers. 

. Drug policy advisor William Bennett said he was confident the 
United States would win the war against drugs. 

’This is not mission impossible!. People said this job was not doable, 
this mission not possible, the object not attainable. All of that is wrong. 
The object is attainable. This war is winnable. The scourge, in fact, I 

Bush said he was willing to 
spend more and “do whatever it 
takes” to fight illegal drags. 

But he emphasised that the 
battle would be waged without 
' increasing the budget deficit or 
raising taxes. 

' His plan was considerably 
more modest than a proposal by 
Senate judiciary committee 
rhairman Joseph Biden, who has 
proposed a $14.6 billion govern- 
ment anti-drug package. 

Last autumn. Congress over- 
came White House resistance 
and added about $1.6 billion to 
Bush's call for $7.9billion in anti- 
drug money. 

As far as any foreign 
involvement, the Bush proposal 
1 emphasised any efforts would, 
come only wfrh the -consent .of 
nations id the region,a problem » 
that snrfaced -recentiy when <JS 
warships steamed prematurely 
toward Colombia for joint inter- 
diction efforts. 

Bush’s plan also set aside $1 51 
million for hiring more FBI and 
Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion agents, and recommended 
the designation of New York, 

Los Angeles, Miami, Houston 
and the southwest border as 
“high-intensity drug-trafficking 
areas" that would become eligi- 
ble to divvy up a meager $50 
million. 

The strategy proposed establi- 
shing a national drug intelligence 
centre for the first time, an idea 
that was postponed last year 
because of inter-agency squab- 
bles over who would run iL 

Judiciary committee sources 
pointed Wednesday to two key 
differences in the Bush and Biden. 
approaches: the committee 
chairman wants to target hard- 
core users rather than casual 
ones and wants to cut off the flow 
of drugs through economic aid 
rather than military action. 

Where the Bush plan called for 
$206 million of increased 
military and law enforcement 
and limited economic aid to 
Colombia, Peru and Bolivia, 

Biden emphasized debt relief in 
exchange for crop substitution 
and development m the Andean 
nations and a narcotics free trade 
zone to end the economic depen- 
dence of those countries on the 
coca crop. 

The Senator also swiped at the

Top Chinese model seeking to defect, disappears in Hong Kong 


HONG KONG, Jan 26, (AP): One of 
China's top models has disappeared in 
Hoag Kong after the rest of a troupe of 
models returned to China, a trade official 
said yesterday. 

The model, 22-year-old Zhu Pei, did not 
return home with a group of nine other 
Chinese models who came to Hong Kong 
fora fashion show which ended on Satur- 
day. said the trade official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

The Sing Tao evening news reported 


that Zhu was romantically involved with 
an unidentified Hong Kong actor and die 
was seen leaving the catwalk with him one 
day. 

The trade official said Zhu was believed 
to be seeking asylum but her whereabouts 
were not known. A government source 
said be had no knowledge that any asylum 
request had been made. 

An official at the Beijing-run China 
Council for Promotion of International 
Trade, which was responsible for the 


models, said he “wasn’tdear” about Zhu’s 
case. 

Zhu is an award-winning model from 
Beijing and has worked abroad and in 
Hong Kong regularly. 

In October, Chinese national swimmer, 
Yang Yang, requested asylum in Hong 
Kong because be said he had participated 
in pro-democracy protests in China. Yang 
said he was afraid of persecution in China 
following the June 4 crackdown on a 
movement for democracy. 


Hong Kong immigration authorities 
had arrested Yang for overstaying his visa 
in the territory but delayed returning him 
to China while he found a country willing 
to take him. 

Yang went to the United States but has 
recently settled inTaiwan where he said Ire 
hopes to swim for the national team. 

China criticised Hong Kong for the 
incident and for 16 days refused to accept 
the return of illegal Chinese aliens caught 
sneaking into the colony.

Soothsayers predict 

HONG KONG, Jan 26, (Reuter): China will teeter on the brink ofdvil war, Lbe 
United Stales and Japanese currencies will fluctuate wildly and Hone Kong 
people must wear white this summer — at least that’s what the soothsayers 
predict for the year of the horse. 

The horse, which takes over from the snake on the Chinese lunar new year's 
day on Jan 27, will be a rough ride but will handsomely reward anyone who is 
able to take the catmints! risk. 

Calculations and risks are famili ar to Hong Kong’s gambling-mad Chinese 
population, but (he writings of the British colony's sages leapt in popularity this 
year following Beijing’s crackdown on the pro-democracy movement last June. 

"I used to avoid talking about politics, but after June 4 people changed the 
way they think and they really want to know what will happen." writes I -am 
Kwok-Hung, who credits himself with predicting the military crackdown in 
Beijing's Tiananmen Square. 

The horse comes seventh in the Chinese zodiac of 12. each with diflernt 
characteristics and a different animal as its symbol. 

The Chinese believe the horse signifies speed, strength and vitality. 

About one US dollar wd purchase a red booklet sporting a dashing 
photograph of fortune-teller Lam. 

Inside are specific instructions on how to get through the year of the horse 
without annoying the spirits and demons. 

Hong Kong residents wondering if they should joint a steady stream of people 
trying to leave before the colony is handed back to China in 1997 can be told if 
and when they should emigrate or whether it is worth han g in g on. 

Lam says they should wait, arguing that by 1993 China will be embroiled in a 
civil war between the north and the south. 

“So there is no need to emigrate and become third, dass citizens abroad 
because when fighting breaks out, Hong Kong w01 become more important to 
China and China will then ask Britain to administer Hong Kong for another 30 
years,” Lam says confidently. 

And hard-working negotiators who have been trying to hammer out the 


Ming. 

He adds Hong Kong will nonetheless escape enormous disaster as long as its 
citizens take adequate precautions. 

“I hope people will wear white dothes during the summer to reduce the violent 
atmosphere which will prevail then.” he writes. 

Many predict that thousands will take to the streets again this summer as they 
did last year in support of the democracy movement in China. 

“In the ninth moon (Oct 18 to Nov 16) democratic pioneers will come out 
again and shout loudly their slogans, endangering relations between China and 
Hong Kong, ” writes Lam Chan. 

‘‘I warn those democracy activists in Hoag Kong to control themselves and 
not to provoke China,” the sage adds. 

Unlike their Western counterparts who might career more to lonely hearts, 
the Hong Kong Chinese soothsayers give financial advice. 

“This year is not good for speculation so keep away from buying gold and 
stocks and avoid the foreign exchange market,” says one. 

Lam Chan advises investment but adds that some smaller companies on 
Hong Kong's Stock Exchange will collapse. 

“They wfll not be a good buy, even if they appear sound.” 

-Huge foreign currency fluctuations are predicted in May and June as well as 
December and January.

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British court drama over Pamela and playboy editors 


LONDON, Jan 26, (Reuter): A courtroom drama 
over “playboy editors'” and a former Miss India 
described as a “sexy adventuress” has gripped 
Britain's popular press and raised questions over 
manners and morals in the media. 

In the latest turn of a long-running sex -scandal 
that millions of Britons are following more closely 
than a soap opera, the editor of the heavyweight 
Sunday times sued one fellow editor for libel and 
said another was a rival in love. 

At the heart of the case is Pamela Bordes. a 27- 
year-old one-time beauty queen and former House 


of Commons researcher accused by some British 
newspapers of being a call-girl and a security risk. 
She has denied the allegations. 

The Sunday Times editor Andrew Neil, a 40- 
year-old bachelor, admits to haring had a four- 
month affair with Bodes in 1988. 

During that time, he told London's high court on 
Wednesday, editor Donald Trelford of the 
Observer — another serious, leading Sunday news- 
paper — unsuccessfully vied for her favours. 

“Rivals for the hand of a lady,” the London 
Evening Standard's frontpage headline exclaimed. 


The mass-selling Sun newspaper viewed it slightly 
differently: “Dirty don trial to {mil my pam rays 
Randy Andy," it trumpeted the next day. 

In March last year, the muck-raking Sunday 
newspaper News of the World sensationally alleged 
Bordes was a prostitute who had offered sex to a 
reporter for £500 ($800). 

She briefly went into hiding iu Bali, before being 
tracked down by British tabloid newspaper repor- 
ters. 

It was all too much for the August and disap- 
proving Peregrine Worsthome, then editor of the 


ultra-conservative Sunday Telegraph. 

In a signed leading amde headed “playboys as 
editors,” Worsthome, 66, took NcD and Trelford 
to task for conduct unbecoming of their grand 
office. 

Neil sued Worsthome and the Sunday 
Telegraph, saying they had implied he knew Bordes 
was a pcostituteduring his affair with her. 

Worsthome, now the paper’s review editor, Den- 
ies Neffs interpretation and rays hisartide was fair 
comment 

Taking the witness stand in his own defe n ce ou 


Thursday, he decreed that editors of great news- 
papers should be serious men who did not frequent 
“cafe society” and did not adopt “the morality of a

would be unfikdy to run into the governor of the 
Rant of England, the Archbishop of Canterbury,

Seven to 
face trial 


LONDON, Jan 26. (AP): P-and- 
O European ferries and seven for- 
mer directors and seamen must 
face trial on manslaughter char- 
ges in connection with the Herald 
of Free Enterprise ferry disaster, 
a magistrate ruled yesterday. 

Magistrate Sr David Hopkin 
• did not act a date for the trial but 
British Broadcasting Corp. telev- 
ision reported that it would likely 
begin in the autumn. 

The charges stem from the 
deaths of 193 people on March 6, 
1987 when the ferry sank at the 
Belgian port of Zecbrugge. 

Also facing charges are Jeffrey 
DevcUn, a director and chief 
superintendent of the company’s 
marine department; John Akm- 
dor, the deputy chief superinten- 
dent; technical director Wallace 
Ayres; John Kirby, the ferry’s 
senior master, David Lewry, the 
master at the time of the disaster; 
first officer Leslie Sable and assis- 
tant Bosun Mark Stanley. 

The summonses against the 
company and the seven defen- 
dant! accuse them of the man- 
slaughter of four people: passen- 
ger Alison Gafflard and Martin 
Spooner and crew members 
Richard Barnard and Maria 
Richards. 


US, UK 
differ 
on boat 
people 


GENEVA, Jan 26, (AP): A 30- 
nation meeting broke up in dis- 
array late Wednesday after US 
officials insisted no one should 
be forcibly returned to Vietnam 
before Jan 1, 1991, thereby 
blocking consensus on a 
proposed starting date of next 
July 1. 

The United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees had 
proposed the six-month suspen- 
sion of mandatory repatriations 
as a half-way compromise bet- 
ween US demands and Britain’s 
arguments that deportations 
should begin immediately to 
deter another mass influx of boat 
people into chronically overcr- 
owded Hong Kong. 

The new UNHCR chief has 
been finding a solution to the 
deadlock between the United 
States and Britain over the 
emotional issue of sending back 
tens of thousands of boat people 
to Vietnam against their will. 

Thro rv aid Stoltenberg, a for- 
mer Norwegian foreign minister, 
has been given the task of 
negotiating directly with 
Washington and London in an 
attempt to salvage agreement on 
a starting date for the mandatory 
repatriation of Vietnamese who 
do not qualify for refugee status. 

"There is no objective jus- 
tification for a delay in man- 
datory repatriation. But in the 
interests of consensus we were 
prepared to agree on a (six- 
month) moratorium,” said 
Robin McLaren, the head of the 
British delegation. 

Although the two-day meeting 
ended without agreement 
because of the difficulties on tim- 
ing, it marked the first time that a 
measure of international consen- 
sus had been reached that Viet- 
namese deemed to have fled 
economic want rather than 
political persecution should be 
returned to their homeland even 
against their will.

Kaifu hopes a 
bare majority 

Abe predicts close race 


TOKYO, Jan 26, 

Japan’s ruling liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP) should 
scrape home in the February 18 
general elections but its majority 
' could be wafer-thin, according to 
Japanese political analysts.- 

Most pollsters surveyed by 
Reuters said if the LDP did main- 
tain a narrow edge in the lower 
house,it would be essentially due 
to opposition divisions rather 
than because of voter confidence 
in its policies. 

Prune Minister Toshilri Kaifu 
and other senior LDP leaders 
acknowledged the best they can 
hope for is to retain a bare 
majority of 257 seats in the 512- 
member lower house. 

Kaifu, who dissolved the 
chamber of Wednesday, four 
months before its four-year term 
expired, has tittle personally to 
look forward to in the next few 
weeks. 

The prime minister has a very 
weak foothold in the LDP 
leadership, and is widely seen as a 
lame duck. While he toured 
Europe earlier this month in 
hopes ofboosting his image, sen- 
ior party bosses back home took 
major decisions without him 
over bills, foreign policy and the 
political calendar. 

Analysis agree this election is 
not about whether the six- 
month-old Kaifu cabinet 
survives for a while. “There are 
more important issues than 
Kaifu’s fate. The voters all know 
why he was chosen,'' said Tokyo 
University Professor Takashi 
Inoguchi. 

The tittle-known Kaifu was 
widely seen merely as a pinch-hit- 
ter when he took over from 
Sosuke Uno, the prime minister 
best remembered for his affair 
with a geisha. 

AU other qualified LDP 
leaders were sidelined because 
they were tainted by the recruit 
shares-for-favours scandal. 

"This was to have been a 
crucial election to see if the tables 
would turn against the con- 
servative camp,” a leading 
political commentator, Soichiro 
Tahara, said. 

“But the opposition parties 
threw their chances away by 
dragging their feet on coalition 
talks,” he said. 

The main opposition Japan 
Socialist Party, the Centrist 


Democratic Socialist Party and 
the- Buddhist-backed Komcito 
have failed to cement an alliance 
after almost a year of negotia- 
tions and are not fielding can- 
didates under a coalition banner. 

Nevertheless, analysts said the 
LDP would still lose seats 
because of lingering voter mis- 
trust over an unpopular sales tax, 
the recruit scandal and plans to 
open farm trade to imports — the 
three main reasom for the party’s 
historic defeat last July in the 
upper house elections. 

Even if the LDP fell a little 
short of the 257-seat simple 
majority, the analysts said, it 
could yet retain control of the 
chamber of recruiting con- 
servative independents. 

“It could oe a very delicate 
situation after the polls close,” 
said election consultant Takayo- 
shi Miyagawa. The LDP could 
become hostage to the will of a 
tiny group of independents. 

Former Foreign Minister 
Shin taro Abe, 65, the favourite 
to become Japan's next prime 
minister, admitted today the rul- 
ing Conservative Party is in a do- 
or-die fight for a survival with a 
60-40 chance of beating the 
Socialist Party in next month's 
general election. 

"If the Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP) loses the election, 
the socialists will take over 
power. It’s quite possible,” Abe 
said in an interview with United 
Press International at the 
headquarters of his powerful 
party faction. 

"I think there is a 60-40 chance 
that the LDP will win,” be said. 

Abe said even if the ruling 
party is able to retain its 35-year 
grip on power, it may seek an 
unprecedented coalition with 
ition parties to solidify its 


opposit 

rule. 


“It is sure that we mil be the 
single hugest party after the elec- 
tion,” he said. “And then it Is our 
responsibility to stabilize the 
political situation in Japan. 

All the analysts pojled said the 
election outcome this time was 
particularly difficult to predict 
because of changing, voter 
attitudes. 

In the wake of last year's his- 
toric upper house upset, voters 
were showing stronger-than- 
average interest in the coming 
election. 


Cambodia

PHNOM PENH, Jan 26, 
(Renter): Members of Cam- 
bodia's national assembly, 
scheduled to- meet today, are at 
odds over the country’s political 
future la the face of renewed 
moves towards peace, officials 
and diplomats said yesterday. 

They said the assembly would 
consider a proposal to follow East 
European states and end the mon- 
opoly on power of the commnmst 
Kampuchean People's 

Revolutiouary Party (KPRP). 

The assembly, stil tittle more 
than a robber stamp for the party , 
wffl also consider whether to go 
ahead with elections he by May 
next year. 

The ejections would exclude the 
Khmer Rouge and the two noa- 
commumst guerrilla groups now 
fighting to oust the Phnom Penh 
government. 

. "They need to dear the road for 
a political solution,” one East 
European diplomat said. "The 
issue is whether to have 
democracy now or to delay it.” 

The government, a mix of 
Khmer Rouge defectors aud Cam- 
bodian exiles instnBed by Vietnam 
after is 1979 invasion, last year 
introduced economic reforms and 
some potitical measures that have 
blurred its communist line. 

But it stiD keeps commmnst 
administrative structures, indud- 
iag a tightly controlled media 
filled with hecto rin g and militant 
socialist propaganda. 

“The people are frightened by 
communist slogans,” one 
diplomat said.

"They face a single charge of 
complicity in genocide," Gheor- 
ghe Robu, Romania's chief 
prosecutor told Reuters: "They 
took part in, and supported, 
Ceausescu’s orders for security 
forces to shoot at hundreds of 
thousands of demonstrators who 
were demanding an end to his 
dictatorship,” he said. 

"Under the Romanian legal 
system this is considered to be an 
act of genocide,” he added. 

Romanian Vice-President 
Dumitra Mazilu banded in his 
resignation today, accusing the 
ruling National Salvation Front 
(NSF) of usin£ Stalinist meth- 
ods, the official news agency 
Rompres reported. 

“I hereby handin my resigna- 
tion from this position, which, as 
I have mentioned from the fust ^ 
. day, I did not desire,” he said.

Meanwhile, Interim President . 
Ion lliescu has lashed out at 
critics of the provisional govern- 
ment for its decision to take part 
in May elections and warned 
against any rebellion by the eth- 
nic Hungarian minority.

Berlin crisis deepens 


EAST BERLIN, Jan 26, (Agen- 
cies): East Germany's govern- 
ment crisis deepened today as a 
second religious coalition 
ner said it would seek ii 
elections -if opposition 
were not given a share of power 
quickly. 

The threat by the Farmers’ 
Party (DBD), formerly a tame 
communist satellite, followed a 
walkout yesterday by the Chris- 
tian Democrats (CDU).

Low-budget Japanese space agency launches a satellite toward lunar orbit

TOKYO, JAN 26, (Reuter): A space agency run on a 
shoestring budget may have lifted Japan into the top ranks 
of space-exploring nations with its bunch of a satellite 
toward lunar orbit this week. 

The Institute of Space and Aeronautical Science 
'ISAS), with a budget this fiscal year ofjust 20.8 billion yen 
143 tmlHon), launched two satellites aboard the Muses- 
A spacecraft on Wednesday from southern Japan. 

They wffl intercept the moon's orbit on March 18 and 
separate, ongoing into tight hwar orbit and the other into 
a highly elliptical orbit around the earth and moon. 

Iran goes wdU, Japan wffl become only the third nation 
after the United States and the Soviet Union to send a 


spacecraft into orbit around the moon. 

The ISAS moon mission is further proof that scientific 
space exploration can be done on a relatively small budget 
Other ISAS achievements include a probe sent to ren- 
dezvous with Halley's comet in 1 and an observation 

satellite which detected a supernova in 1987. 

"ISAS has done outstanding work on Kmitnri resour- 
ces,” said Richard Getzmger,saencecounseHorforthe US 
embassy in Tokyo. 

The Japanese moon mission is the first since the unman- 
ned Soviet Luna 24 landed on the moon in August, 1976. 

“Our mam objective is to conduct research on tech- 
niques needed for planetary and lunar missions.” said

As news of the both spread 
through Pak is tan's largest city, 
Benazir's political supporters 
poured onto the streets with 
fitttesjbugjes and drums to dance 
in celebration. 

Throughout the day bouquets 
of flowers were delivered to the 
heavily guarded hospital where 
the 3 6- year-old prime minister 
was recovering.

Lanka politicians told 

COLOMBO. Jan 26, (AP): The Sri 1 anion government, trying to halt the 
violence wracking this island nation, on Thursday ordered politicians to 
surrender their state-issued weapons by Feb 2. 

Defence Secretary Sepala Attygalle estimated that compliance with the order 
would net about 10,000 weapons ranging from revolvers to semi-automatic 
rifles. 

Under the edict, all candidates who ran in last year’s elections for Parliament 
must turn in their government-owned guns, regardless of whether they won or 
lost The candidates were issued guns for their own self-protection. 

The bodyguards of national and provi n cial legislators also must surrender 
what Attygalle called “excess” weapons. 

The former army commander did not elaborate, except to say it was obvious 
that some government firearms had fallen into the wrong hands. 

Neither Attygalle nor a circular sent to politicians said what would happen if 
the weapons were not returned by the deadline. 

Opposition politicians and local and international human fights groups, 
■'liming Amnesty International, have criticised the government’s failure to 
stop death squads from killing people whom the government describes as 
suspected Smhakse extremists.

NEW DELHI, Jan 26, (UPI): India displayed some of its newest and 
most sophisticated military hardware-today in a spectacular Republic 
Day parade commemorating the 40th anniversary of the adoption of 
the Indian constitution. 

In New Delhi, more than 100,000 spectators lined city streets to 
witness the colourful, two-hour-long procession that began with four 
MI-17 helicopters dropping rose petals over the crowd.

Dhaka Parliament to curb supreme court powers 


DHAKA, Jan 26, (Reuter): The Bangladesh 
Parliament appears beaded for a clash with the 
country's judiciary over the powers of the Supreme 
Court to overturn of constitutional a m e ndm ent. 

The Parliament set up a 23-man committee last 
night to recommend ways to prevent the Supreme 
Court from questioning its authority to amend the 
constitution. 

The committee was formed after two days of 
debate on a Supreme Court .order last September 
that threw out a constitutional amendment for 
setting up six more high courts across the country. 

Prime Minister Kazi Zafar Ahmed, announrirg 


the formation of the committee, said its recommen- 
dations would help the Parliament to safeguard its 
sovereignty. 

“It win help us to dip the wings of the j udiciary so 
that it no longer undermines the authority of a 
sovereign Parliament," he said. 

Senior lawyers in Dhaka immediately protested 
at Ahmed's remarks, saying they amounted to 
contempt of court. 

“If the prime minister of our country does not 
know how to respect the court, God alone knows 
what is in store for us," said Syed Ishtiaq Ahmed, 


president of the Supreme Court Bar Association. 

President Hussain Muhammad Ershad set up six 
high courts in addition to the one in Dhaka soon 
after he took power in a coup in March, 1 982. 

In June, 1988. the Parliament passed an amend- 
ment to the constitution that legalised Eishad’s 
step. 

The Supreme Court ruled in a 3-1 judgment that 
the amendment passed by Parliament was out of 
tine with the country's constitution, which pres- 
cribes that the country should have only one high 
court.

Crime rate 
in Hawaili 
has dropped: 
Shamlan 

THE Director of Security at 
. Hawaili Govemorate Col. 
Abdul Aziz AI Shamlan was 
. quoted as saying that the crime 
. . rate had dropped significantly in 
the govemorate. 

In an interview with a local 
. daily, the official said that drugs 
and drug-related crimes are not 
only accorded priority by the 
security authorities, but head the 
agenda of health, education, 
rdigjous, legislative and judicial 

• authorities. 

The authorities serious con- 
cern is reflected in a recent Amiri 
decree to set up a national com- 
mittee forcombatting drugs. The 
committee is chaired Dy the nrini- 
. ster of interior and consists of 

■ membership of the under- 
secretaries of the Ministries of 
Public Health, Education, High- 
rer Education, Social Affairs and 
Labour in addition to represen- 
tatives from the Ministries of 
Justice, Information, Planning, 
Awkaf and Islamic Affairs, Fin- 
ance and Customs Department, 
in addition to a team of experts 
drawn from a cross-section of 
peas. 

Commuting on the crime rate 

* in Kuwait, CoL Shamlan said: 
“Statistics indicate that the rate 
of crimes in Kuwait have regis- 
tered a significant drop and the 
crime-scene calls for no anxiety.'' 
He attributed the drop in crime 
to be the heightened vigilance of 
security authorities, coupled 

: with the increased co-opearatibn 
of the general public. 

Speaking of crimes committed 
in the govemorate, the official

LOCAL gas consumption in the 
Arab world is still below average 
and constitutes only 30 per cent 
of the total energy consumption 
in the area, according to a study 
published in the monthly bulletin . 
of .the Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Oapec). 

Given the future projections 
for energy demand m the Arab 
world, the study recommended 
the expansion of existing gas 
t ransmissi on networks 10 link 
the main consumption sites in the 
Arab world through a unified 
integrated system to provide gas 
requirements to all Arab coun- 
tries. 

This proposal is intended to 
replace the use of liquid fuel in 
the various sectors which would 
help the growth of new indus- 
tries.’ 

The study also outlined the 
masterplan of the proposed gas 
pipelines network system, 
including those for the related 
relay stations and involved inves- 
tments, method of fees collection 
system and consumer gas prices. 

It is expected that this mater- 
plan will contribute to the 
development of petrochemical, 
gas and fuel oil products in the 
Arab world which could be 
traded for coal and nuclear 
energy needed for power genera- 
tion m the Arab world. 

The study pointed out that the 
proposed gas pipeline network 
will enable some Arab countries 
to uses natural gas to support 
their economic and development 
schemes, whether through the 
establishment of petrochemical 
and fertiliser industries' or to 
incorporate it as fuel in their 


energy blend, adding that such 
countries included Jordan. Syria. 
Lebanon (during peace time). 
Egypt, Tunisia, and Morocco. 

As to the Arab Middle Eastern 
countries, the study showed that 
Saudi Arabia would experience a 
re marka ble gas deficit m the year 
.1995, estimated at 23 billion 
square metric per annum, and 
Iraq at 21 billion square metres 
per annum- Bahrain at 9 billion 
and. Kuwait at two billion, per 
annum and a slight deficit in 
Oman. 

As to the non -producing coun- 
tries, such as Lebanon, Jordan, 
South Yemen and North Y emeu, 
the deficit would be seen in the 
growing demand for gas and 
Qatar would be the only country 
to have a gas surplus estimated at 
16.2 billion square metres per 
annum, as also the UAE at an 
average of 5.3 billion. Therefore, 
the study recommended that a 
balance be affected between the 
deficit in Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and Bahrain with the surplus of 
Qatar. 

Returns 

The study proposed the 
method to be followed in balanc- 
ing the deficit which in Saudi 
Arabia is estimated at 11.6 
billion squaremetres through the 
establishment of a marine gas 
pipeline to link the northern gas 
fidd in Qatar across the Saudi 
territories to Dhahran at an 
estimated length of 300 . 
kilometres and a diameter , of 
1066.8 nun.

aborted twice with the help of a special herbal drink. 

■ AN ACCUSED was sentenced to four years imprisonment, and his 
two accomplices to six years imprisonment each. Afl three accused were 
to serve sentences with hard labour to be followed with deportation for 
smuggling a large quantity of alcohol. 

The court was told that security men who had kept a watch on the 
second and third accused, successfully arranged to purchase 54 cartons 
of liquor. On completion of the transaction, security forces arrested 
both the accused and recovered the marked currency involved in the 
transaction. 

Further investigations led security officials to a pick-up truck which 
was parked under a tree in Sababiya Area. A search of the vehicle 
revealed a large quantity of liquor and a machine gun. 

The two accused confessed that they had paid the first accused an 
amount oflraqi Dinars 1 7,500 to deliver the liquor to Kuwait. 

■ A MAN was sentenced to seven years imprisonment with hard 
labour on charges of sexually assaulting a 17-year-old girl. 

The victim told the court that after shopping at the co-operative 
society in the Fahaheel market, she and her sister were waiting fora taxi, 
when the accused offered them a ride home. 

She said on the way home the accused showed interest in her and 
asked her for her telephone number. The next day the convict called her 
and asked her for a date. 

When they met, the convict took the girl to his brothers house and 
raped her. Tire victim reported the incident to the police. 

■THE APPELATE Court of Misdemeanours has commuted the 
sen tence passed by the court ofMisdemeanouis (First Instance) against 
a doctoral Al Jahra Hospital from two years in jail with hard labour to 
six months in jail with a stay of enforcementinheuof a fine ofKD300. 

Thedoctor had been charged with man slaughter during the course of 
treating one of his patients and in die same case his nurse had been 
acquilted. 

Meanwhile, the Appelate Court of Misdemeanours upheld the 
judgement issued by the Court ofMidemeanours acquitting the nurse.

A PERSON can't change jobs unless he or she has completed 
three years service with one employer. However, there are 
exceptions under which a.person who has worked for more than 
10 years — on the same type of visa (example No. 1 8) can seek a 
transfer of job. 

The three year service rule mostly applies to new immigrants. 
An employer, however, is not obhged to “hold on to an 
employee” for that period. If an employee comes on a two year 
contract, and the employer feels that be no longer requires his 
services, he can cancel that employee’s visa and ask him' to go 
back. 

The three-year restriction is for employees who wantto change 
jobs.

PART TIME jobs, are not permitted by the law. A person mist 
work for the employer who sponsors hnn. Labour law amend- 
ments, made by the ministerial decision No. 87/1989, Article 12, 
state that a “labourer sponsored by a certain employer cannot be 
allowed to work with another employer, even with the con- 
currence of his sponsor.” If a person is found working for 
someone other than his employer, his. wort permit can be 
cancelled and he “must be deported. ” If the employer knows that 
his staff member holds a second job, under the law, he is obliged 
to inform the relevant authorities so that suitable action can be 
taken. 

As we are discussing part time jobs, we'd like to include the 
status of maids on the issue. Domestic helpers are also not 
permitted to wort for an employer other than their sponsor. If 
she does, she is liable to be deported.

Lung cancer epidemic 
in 10 years predicted 


42 pc doctors in Kuwait smoke

IN ten years Kuwait will face an 
epidemic of lung cancer caused 
by smoking, predicted a visiting 
international anti-drug expert. 

Dr DeWitt Williams, assistant 
to' the director of the Inter- 
national Commission for the 
Prevention of Alcoholism and 
Drug Dependency, was invited 
by the Ministry of Public Health 
to participate in a public aware- 
ness campaign against smoking. 

In a press conference arranged 
Thursday by the Anti-Smobng 
Society of Kuwait, Williams said 
that a non-smoking wife of a 
smoker dies 3-5 years earlier and 
children of parents who smoke 
have an increased frequency of 
hospitalisation for bronchitis 
and pneumonia, plus an increase 
in a variety of acute respiratory 
Alness, tracheitis, and laryngitis 
during the first two years of their 
lives when compared with the 
children of non-smokers.

“The'diet helps wash aU the 
poisonous chemicals out of Lheir 
bodies. Then we get them addic- 
ted on exercise and we rive them 
non-smoking partners. We show 
them an actual tape of a lung 
cancer removing operation and 

we strengthen Lheir will.” 

He thought the statistics on 
smoking in Kuwait were 
extremely alarming especially 

doctors. “How can adoctor tei 
his patient that smoking is bad 
for him or her when he himself 
smokes,” wondered Williams 
explaining that only 7 per cent of 
doctors in the United States 
smoke.

doctors in Kuwait smoke. “We 
are looking at a huge increase in 
the numbers of smokers.” he said 
adding that 50 per cent of high- 
school students and 65 per cent 
of their teachers smoke. 

“We are teaching our children 
how to smoke while children in 
other countries around the world 
are being taught how to quit 
smoking,” said Momen alluding 
to the unsupervised promotional 
campaigns by tobacco compan- 
ies. “Not long ago, one of these 
companies had a robot handing 
out packets of cigarettes to shop- 
pers at a supermarket. You can 
imagine who would be attracted 
most to that thing,” said Momen 
adding that such gimmicks are 
not allowed in other countries. 

Dr Ghaleb Al Galayini, a 
member of the Ami-Smoking 
Society and a specialist on chest 
diseases who has worked in 
Kuwait since the 50’s, said that 
be has witnessed an astounding 
increase in lung cancer in the 
80’s. 

“According to statistics from 
the Chest Diseases Hospital 50 
per cent of deaths among its 
patients are caused by lung can- 
cer,” Galayini said. “Just by 
stopping smoking, we can reduce 
the number of lung cancer cases 
by 90 per cent.”.

Increase in foodstuff prices international, says Buaijan 


ABDULLAH A2 Buaijan, chairman of 
Kuwait’s Foodstuff Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers Union said that prices of food- 
stuffs have increased throughout the 
world. 

He told reporters following a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Union that 
all European countries have increased 
prices due to the increase in oil prices in the 
international markets. • , ■ 

He denied that cooperative societies 
and foodstuff merchants were exploiting 
the situation. He commented that the' 
Kuwaiti market imported most of its 
requirements from abroad and it is natural 
that this market will be negatively affected 
by price increases prevailing in the world. 

He commented that consumers should 
realise that competition in itself can con- 
siderably reduce prices, provided such 
competition is given the necessary 
freedom. Another vital option to redress 
rhk increase in prices would be to increase 
local production, the official said. *■ 

He disclosed that the union will soon 
establish super markets which would be 
directly supervised by the union and added 


that the umon is continually striving to 
• provide enhanced services by its providing 
prime goods at reasonable prices. 

Followup 

In a follow. up on the facts behind the rise 
of prices at marketsin Kuwait, a local daily 
interviewed a food stuff importer in order 
to highlight his views. 

Shaker Al Salman, the general manager 
of one of the biggest cheese importers in 
the local market stated that he is not a 
lawyer in order to defend merchants, 
importers and food stnff wholesalers but, 
stressed that merchants cannot alter prices 
particularly for important and essential 
products tike cheeses and cooking oils. He 
said that due to Kuwait's free market 
policy, there are thousands of merchants 
for one specific product. 

A merchant would have the total 
freedom in controlling the market price if 
he was the sole importer of one product. 
Here, we could say that the merchant is 
exploiting consumers because he is the 
omy importer. 

The high number of merchants and 
importers who deal with one product are 


sometimes forced to sell that product at 
cost price in order to stay competitive with 
other merchants. Headded that this policy 
has created an advantage for consumers. 

With regard to the current price rise of 
white cheese in Kuwait markets, Salman 
stated that most oflhe white cheeses which 
arrive in Kuwait are imported from East 
European states which are currently pass- 
ing through a number of vital political 
modifications. He said this has Jed to a rise 
in the prices due to the low quantity avail- 
able. 

He indicated that some of the Eastern 
European states have stopped exporting 
whitecheese to Kuwait due to the unstable 
political situation in these states. He poin- 
ted out that a shortage in the supply of 
white cheeses have led to an increase in 
their prices. He said that many confection- 
ery shops in Kuwait depend on these types 
of cheeses in making their dishes which will 
in turn reflect on their prices too. 

He stated that Syria, Lebanon and 
Egypt are the biggest manufacturers of 
cheese in the Arab world. He added that 


unfortunately, lheir production is not 
enough to cover the market needs of all 
Ateb states. 

Regarding prices of oiive oil, Salman 
pointed out that they depended on T urkey 
in the past due to its moderate prices. He 
said that the agricultural season in Turkey 
this year is not good which has led to a 
decrease in exports and increase in prices. 
Headded that the price of one ton of coffee 
has dropped from KD500 to KD350. 

On the other hand, a large number of 
consumers complained of the price rise of 
frozen chickens. 

Sami Mohammed Saleh, general man- 
ager of a major importing company poin- 
ted out that Turkey is considered the main 
exporter of frozen chickens to Kuwait, 
among a number of other stales. He 
indicated that they have stoped importing 
from specific states due to the increase in 
their prices. A country like Denmark paid 
nearly $100 support for each exportedton 
of frozen chickens. He pointed out that

Warsaw Pact 
days numbered 

LONDON, (Reuter): The Warsaw Pact is finished as an anti-Western 
military aHianne, with attempts by East European countries .to 
negotiate withdrawal of Soviet forces from their territory another nail 
in its coffin. Western experts say. 

But some analysts think the seven-nation grouping could continue to 
esrist with a changed role for some time to coxne, and they say its decline 
does not necessarily mean an end to the threat Nato still Sees m the East. 

The revolutions that swept through East Europe late last year, 
toppling communist parties from power and opening the way to 
Western-style political and economic systems, destroyed the pact’s 
unity of purpose, as dictated by Moscow- 

The pact was founded in 1955 in response to West Germany joining 
Nato. 


Nato strategists saw its original tasks as disciplining any member 
which threatened to break ranks, as happened with Czechoslovakia in 
1968, aiKl preparing for a blitzkrieg war against Western Europe in the 
event of an East-West conflicts. 

No, says Colonel John Cross, deputy director of the London-based 
International InstituteforSbatq^cStodks (IKS), u any prospect of the 
non-Soviet Warsaw Pact countries pitching into Soviet-co-ordinated 
activities is ml.” 

“The very existence of the Warsaw Pact is in question,” OSS director 
of studies Hans Binnendijk wrote last week. 

Czechoslovakia last week became the first Warsaw Pact state to start 
negotiations with the Russians on total withdrawal of Soviet forces. 

The opening talks were inclusive and were adjourned until! early 
February. But Czechoslovak officials remaine d confident that their 
demand for approval of all 75,000 Soviet troops by the end of the year 

would be met 

Next week, similar talks will start in Budapest on Hungary’s request 
for a complete Soviet pullout of more than 50,000 troops by this year or 
1991 at the latest. Prune Minister Miklos Nemeth says Moscow ha« 
already agreed the troops should go. 

In Poland, Solidarity leader Lech Walesa called Last week for an early 
withdrawal of the 40,000 Soviet troops there, although the Solidarity- 
led Warsaw government has not for mall y backed thU; request. 

East Germany has not so farcalDed for the rapid departure of the key 
380,000-strong Soviet contingent that it hosts, although Communist 
Party leader Gregor Gysi has suggested that all foreign forces leave 
both E&st and West Germany by 1999. • 

There are no Soviet forces in R omania or t hilgHria > rtw» fit part 
members. 

The Western alliance has its own interest in the maintenance of the 
pact it provides an arms control forum with which to negotiate, as in 
the current East- West talks in Vienna .on . reducing armed forces 
throughout Europe. 

. . Western officials believe that thesttipu will benefit, at.Jeast firm 
theirpoint of view, from negotiations r»«hn«lnvaHa and 
starting with Moscow on troop withdrawals. 

In particular, they think Moscow can now hardly fail to agree to 
withdraw from EastemEurope at least the 325,000 troops that Nato is 
demanding in return for a cut of only 30,000 US men in Western 
Europe. 

“The Soviet leverage on personnel is eroding rather rapidly,” one 
official said. 

To date, no member has proposed pulling out of the pact and some 
have openly stated that they will continue to Honour their obligations to 
it East European leaders apparently fed that Moscow is sensitive on 
this point especially when it is facing serious ethnic troubles at home. 

But the subject of neutrality has beenaired by opposition figures in 
Hungary, and no one knows what line will be taken by the new 
governments that wiD come to power in a wave of free elections across 
Eastern Europe in the spring and summer. 

Particularly critical is the situation in East Germany, where elections 
are scheduled on May 6. A demand for-wifhdrawal of Soviet forces 
stationed there on Europe’s vital central front would be acutely 
embarrassing to Moscow, Western analysts said.

Whatever happens to the pact, Nato officials maintain, the Soviet 
Union will remain the continental superpower in Europe with 
extremely large armed force, although they increasingly see the 
“threat" coming from instability within Soviet borders rather than 
from any plan to overrun the West.

MOSCOW, (Reuter): “This party does not look 
after Azeri interests. We can no longer be mem- 
bears," declared communists from Soviet Azerbaijan 
as they ripped up their party cards in front of a 
stunned Moscow press conference. 

The same evening — Sunday — tlte entire country 
was treated to a^nmilar spectacle on national telev- 
ision. Communists at a rally in the southern 
republic’s city of Gyandzha burnt their party cards 
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One of the biggest victims of the Soviet military 
intervention in Azerbaijan has been the Communist 
Party, accused by many Azeris of the murder of 
scores, perhaps hundreds, of people who died in 
clashes with troops. 

Across the republic, about half of the party’s 
200,000 members have quit, according to the 
Popular Front, the nationalist movement that now 
claims to be the supreme political force. 

The people have apparently run out of party 
cards. They are starting to bum portraits of Soviet 
state founder Vladimir Latin and the man who 
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Gorbachev. 

.Probtems 

But the Communist Party’s problems in Azer- 
baijan date back tong before midni^tit last Saturday 
when the Soviet troops and tanks stormed into the 
Azeri capital ofBaku and crushed blockades behind 
which huddled hundreds of people. 

The Popular Front emerged as a political force 


support Communist chiefs failed to recognise 
surge of nationalist feeling in time. 

In nine months, the front grew from a dub of 
intellectuals drinking tea in Baku's gardens to an 
organisation which drove co mmunis ts from villages 
and drew thousands to rallies demanding the resig- 
nation of the entire Azeri communist leadership.

Bagirov failed to stopo corruption in the republic.

But Popular Front leaders say it is . too late to 
restore the party’s cre&bihty in the republic, leaving 
Gorbachev a huge political problem on Moscow’s 
southern border even if he withdraws the troops 
from Baku tomorrow. 

‘The Communist Party has no future in Azer- 
baijan,” Ekhtibar Mamedov, a member of the 
Popular Front’s directorate, told a Moscow news 
conference on Thursday. “We favour the secession 
of Azerbaijan from the Soviet Union.”

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, (AP): Communist 
reformers and hard-liners locked horns at what is 
likely to be their last Yugoslav party congress 
together, and in the end the reformers stalked out. 

The hard-liners were left with the uncertain legacy 
of 45 years of monopoly rule and a name that no 
longer rings true — the Communist Party of 
Yugoslavia. 

Thc reformers from Slovenia, the nation's most 
liberal republic, declared they were severing rela- 
tions with the national party- and essentially 
announced plans to form an independent regional 

Pa 3ard-liners from Serbia — which has the most 
party members of any of the country's six republics 
and two autonomous provinces — had argued that a 
strong centralised party was imperative to preserve 
Yugoslavia’s federation. 

Without it, they said, the country would fall 
apart. ‘ 

Many other Yugoslavs disagree, believing the 
Co mmunis t Party monopoly looks out of date in a 
country once hailed as Easton Europe’s pioneer 




reformer, but now overtaken by neighbours raring 
toward multiparty democracy. 

Dissolution 

The “dissolution of the Communist Party of 
Yugoslavia is in no way the end of Yugoslavia,” 
declared the Vjesnik newspaper of the Republic of 
Croatia — only a step behind Slovenia in its deter- 
mination to make changes. 


After three days of heated debate, the Serbians 
and their conservative leader Slobodan Milosevic 
were left with the remnants of a fractured party. 

“The Com m unist Party of Yugoslavia no longer 
exists,” proclaimed a headline in the increasingly 
outspoken party daily Bozba. 

Even before the congress met to draft a policy for 
the future, the Yugoslav government made dear it 
considered the party irrelevant to its reform plans. 

Reformist Premier Ante Markoviches pledged to 
create legal guarantees for a multiparty system and 
free elections due in most republics in April. 

On the eve of the congress, Deputy Premier Zivko 
Pregi told journalists the government plans con- 
stitutional amendments to scrap the party’s guaran- 
teed leading role.

Afghans to face famine 


KABUL, Jan 26, (Agencies): 
President Najib said today the 
Soviet Union has maintained full 
military and economic aid to 
Afghanistan since completing 
the withdrawal of Red Army 
troops almost a year ago. 

Najib, 43, also reiterated at a 
news conference his pledge to 
step down if it would end the 1 1- 
y ear-old civil war with US- 
backed Muslim rebels. 

The war, including nine years 
ofSoviet intervention to back the 
government, has claimed an 
estimated 1 .5 million lives. More 
than five million Afghans — a 
thir d of the country’s pre-war 
population — have fled to Pakis- 
tan and Iran. 

Najib’s plan for peace in Afgh- 
anistan, as he described it 
involves: 

■ Declaring a six-month 
ceasefire; 

■ Holding a national peace con- 
ference among the government, 
resistance groups and neutral 
leaders; 

■ Drafting a new constitution; 

■ Holding elections under inter- 
national supervision; 

■ Forming a coalition govern- 


ment. 

But he warned of increased 
fighting in lieu of peace efforts. 

“If the opposition launches 
more attacks, our response will 
be stronger and more crushing 
than ever before," Najib said. 

Government forces hold 
Afghanistan's major cities and 
the guerrillas controlled most of 
the countryside. 

Tbe rebels have rejected any 
kind of power-sharing 

Najib said despite Moscow’s 
non-involvement policy regard- 
ing the wave of reforms that has 
swept away communist leader- 
ships in Eastern Europe, the 
Soviet Union continued to 
provide large amounts of 
military and economic aid to his 
country. 

“We have not seen any sign 
which might demonstrate the 
unwillingness of the Soviet 
Union to fulfill its contractual 
commitment to its South Asian 

neighbour," he said. 

Flanked by army troops carry- 
ing automatic rifles, Najib res- 
ponded to written questions sub- 
mitted in advance and answered ‘ 
questions from the floor.

Its mentor is Sheikh Omar Abdel Rah- 
man, a blind theologian who was acquitted 
of inciting religious zealots to kill 
President Anwar Sadat at a Cairo military 
parade in 1981. 

He is now on trial for alleged 
involvement in an unlawful protest which 
led to clashes with police in the oasis town 
of Fayoum last April. 

The pledge to stage religious marches in 
public follows the sacking 13 days ago of 
Interior Minister Zaki Badr, a security 
supremo known for tough methods and 
crude language. 

Mohammed Moussa, a career 


policeman who replaced Badr, is known to 
be a strong upholder of law. But unlike 
Badr, he said he was willing to open 
dialogue with Muslim fundaments lists. 

On Friday, about 300 Islamic militants 
tested Moussa's tolerance when they ' 
staged an unlawful rally outside a mosque 
in the poor Cairo district oflmbaba.

Oil price heading back to $28 


LONDON, Jan 26. (Reuter): Oil prices 
are heading back op again and could hit 
$28 a barrel by 1995, British investment 
house Barclays deZoeteWedd (BZW) 
said. 

“Economic turmoil in the USSR, the 
world’s biggest producer, is combining 
with declining production in the USA 
and rising consumption to make the 
world once increasingly reliant 
on Ope c pH," BZW said m a study. 

BZW said the potential for a sharp 
rise m o9 prices, like those of 1 973-4 and 
1979-80, would exist in two to three 
years. 

“Only massive capital investment 
over the next couple of years can avoid 
this danger,” it added. 

BZW said the spare production 
rapadty which had depressed oil prices 
since ! 980-1 was being exhausted by 
growing oil demand. 

“Over 80 per cent of what little spare 


capacity is left will be concentrated in' 
four countries ... Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait; the United Arab Emirates and 
Iraq,” it said. .

New Court thought that more efficient 
use of energy which is likely to result 
from restructuring and from the import 
of Western technology could keep a lid 
even on future oil de man d. 

“We could see fewer subsidies and 
higher product prices,” he said. "They 
are dreadfully wasteful at the moment. 
Energy is being used to produce goods 
that nobody wants.”

GENEVA. Jan 26, (Kuna): 
American beads of enterpr- 
ises, earning an annual salary 
of 576,000 Swiss francs, are 
the best paid executives in the 
world, followed closely by the 
Swiss (406,000 SF) ana the 
Canadians (404,000), the 
Swiss news agency reported 
yesterday. 

According to a study con- 
ducted by the international 
consultants Towers Perrin 
Company, the top three are 
followed by the West Ger- 
mans (394,000 SF). the 
Japanese (387,000), the 
Brazilians (373,000 SF), the 
Italians (358,000) and the 
French (340,000). 

These statistics were real- 
ised on the basis of companies 
breaking a turnover of at least 
400 million SF. 

The worst paid heads of 
firms were found to be in the 
Pacific area. At the bottom of 
the list was Sooth Korea 
where annual earnings were 
found to be 177,000 SF, 
preceded by Australia 
(251.000 SF), and Singapore 
(262,000 SF). 

In the half-way region was 
Spain (323,000 SF), Belgium 
(321,000 SF), Bn tain 
(295,000 SF). Sweden 
(286.000 SF), the Nether- 
lands (307,000 SF), Hong 
Kong (317,000 SF), and 
Argentina (326,000). 

Following tax deductions 
and other similar expenses, 
executives in America still 
come out on top, followed by 
those in Brazil, Hong Kong, 
Switzerland, Argentina, Can- 
ada, Japan, and Italy.

Saudis to seek Japanese markets 

Long-term oil supplies sought 


TOKYO, Jan 26, (Reuter): Saudi Arabian Ofl Mini- 
ster Hisham Nazer told Japanese Prime Minister 
Toshiki Kaifu and Foreign Minister Taro Nak- 
ayatna today that the kingdom hoped to enter 
Japan's ofl refining and retailing markets. 

A senior Foreign Ministry offidal quoted Nazer 
as saying such a move could ensure stable oil sup- 
plies for Japan and that Saudi Arabia wanted to 
become Japan's biggest supplier. 

Nazer also extended to Kaifu a message from 
King Fahd that Saudi Arabia would by to keep 
energy supplies to Japan stable, tbe official said. 

In separate meetings with Nazer, neither Kaifu 
nor N&cayama responded to his remarks on Saudi 
hopes to enter “downstream” markets in Japan, the 
official said. 

However, oil industry executives and government 
officials have said Japan is ready to open its huge 
domestic oil-products market to the Middle East, 
and offer cash and technology in exchangefor stable 
supplies in the 1990s. 

Nazer began meeting informally with top Japan- 
ese officials this morning after arriving in Tokyo on 
Thursday. Hie visited Indonesia and South Korea 
before arriving here. 

He will meet International Trade and Industry 
Minister Hikaru Matsunaga and oil industry 
executives on Tuesday. 

Saudi Arabia has lost its top supplier status and 
now trails the United Arab F.mirates, tbe Foreign 
Ministry official said. 

Official figures released late today showed Saudi 
Arabia fell to third place in December, behind

Senior officials with the South Korean Energy 
and Resources Ministry were quoted as saying that 
the country was extremely keen to expand the scope 
of co-operation with Saudi Arabia.' 

Nazer’s visit to South Korea followed a five-day 
stay in fellow Opec member' country Indonesia 
where he reviewed the current ofl market situation 
and Opec’s market stabilisation measures in a meet- 
ing with President Suharto. ' 

During bis tour, the Saudi minister has been 
.striving to secure joint ventures in the refining and 
marketing sectors as part of the kingdom's efforts to 
diversify, into downstream operations with foreign 
partners. 


W. Germany opens new futures exchange 


FRANKFURT, Jan 26, (Reuter): West German 
financial markets took a tag leap into the future 
today with the start of a new computerised options 
and futures exchange. 

“A new era of bourse trade has begun in West 
Germany with the start of DTB (Deutsche Tennin- 
boerse)," the exchange’s supervisory board chair- 
man, Rolf Brcuer, told reporters. 

“The start ofDTR is a quantum jump for us,” said 
Breuer, a management board membra - of Deutsche 
Bank. 

DTB is West Germany’s ninth securities ■ 
exchange, but its first computerised bourse. 

The new exchange was more sophisticated and 
advanced than other futures exchanges in London 
and Chicago, Breuer said. 

West German Finance Minister Theo Waigel 
praised the new exchange and said it would bop 
strengthen the competitiveness of West German 
financial markets. 

“Domestic and foreign investors will be able to 
trade options and futures — necessary instruments 
for an attractive financial market — in West Ger- 
many,” he said in Bonn.

Common aviation policy planned 

EEC seeks greater powers 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan 26, (AP): Tbe European Econ- 
omic Community’s executive commission is seeking 
greater powers to negotiate international air-traffic 
ag r e emen ts with non-EEC c oun tri e s, a senior official said 
yesterday. 

Karel Van Miert, EEC Commissioner for transport, 

sa& tbe commission would seek approval from the 12 EEC 

member states to negotiate any new air-traffic agreements 

between any one of them and a non-EEC stale, replacing 
the current system oTbSatBra! a g ree men ts. 

EEC transport ministers are expected to discuss the 
proposal later this year. 

Van Mkrt said the commun ity's aim was “not neces- 
sarily to reduce rights currently eqjoyed by non-EEC 
airlines in Europe but to ensure equal chances for 
E u rope a n airlines in inte rn a t io n al sides. " 


He said existing bilateral agreements would remain in 
effect but that clauses would have to be added to ensure the 
agreements were compatible with EEC aviation regula- 
tions. 

But he said that because the commission did not have the 
staff or the information to cope with the constant updating 
and modifications of the existing air-service agreements, 
there would be a transition period until the end of 1991 

After that date, tbe commission would take charge of 
the 600or so bilateral air agreements tbe 12 states currently 
have with about 85 countries and will hire more staff to do 
so. Van Miert said. 

The commissioner said the EEC was aiming to build an 
“internal, common aviation policy," so that in air-traffic 
talks the EEC would be considered as a single market and 
not 12 separate ones.

OECD 

ISTANBUL, Jan ,26, (Reuter): 
Turkey must cut state spending 
before it can bringdown its high 
inflation rate, predicted more 
than 60 per cent in 1990, the 
OECD said. 

The Organisation for Eco- 
nomic co-operation and 
Development (OECD) said in its 
latest annual report that infla- 
tion would continue to plague 
Turkey due to large public 
deficits, supply restraints and a 
lack of productive investment 

The Paris-based “think-tank" 
for 24 nations predicted that con- 
sumer prices would rise by 63 per 
cent this year, compared with 69 
percent in 1989 and 75 per cent in 
1988. 

“Further steps to limit the cen- 
tral government's access to Cen- 
tral Bank financing would help 
to curtail the most important 
source of structural inflation, " it 
said in the report on Thursday. 

“Announcements of mone- 
tary targets appear to be indis- 
pensable to ... achieve -com- 
patibility between fiscal and 
monetary policies. " 

For the first time in Turkey's 
66-year-old history, the Central 
Bank this month announced a 
deflationary monetary plan. It 
also made dear that monetary 
targets could succeed only if sup- 
ported by fiscal and economic 
policies. 

The OECD said the structural 
reform process launched in 1980, 
helping export-led growth an 
curing the acute hard currency 
shortage of the late 1970s. was far 
from complete.

Iraq, France move close to accord 


PARIS, Jan 26, (Reuter): Iraq said yes- 
terday it had moved close to agreeing 
on repayment of its estimated Sobflhoo 
debt to France. 

“We covered good ground and are 
moving close to an agreement similai to 
the one signed in Baghdad last year,” 


Hammadi told reporters after talks 
with Prime Minister Michel Rocard. 

Under the Baghdad accord last Sep- 
tember, Iraq pledged to repay within 
three months debts falling due in 1988 
and 1989. 


French firms, hoping to win big 
reconstruction contracts in Iraq after a 
1988 ceasefire in the eight-year Gulf 
war with Iran, have been presang Paris 
to ease its stand on repayments. 

In the past the French export credit 
guarantee agency Coface has refused to 

give cover for exports to Iraq before an 
agreement was reached on the debt, a 
good part of which was run up in arms 
purchases during the Gulf conflict. 

Hammadi said Rocard asked for 
Iraq's view on deadlocked talks with 
Iran for a permanent settlement to the 


war. He said there was no immediate 
prospect of reopening the negotiations. 

“ We discussed bilateral relations and 
economic matters, both sides were very 
co-operative," H ammadi added after 
the hour-long talks with Rocard. 

In a separate development, France 
and Iran launched into a third round of 
talks on a debt dispute which has 


Iran's Deputy Foreign Affairs Mini- 
ster Mahmoud Vaezi and French 
Foreign Ministry Director Francois 
Sdieer began the three-day session on 


Wednesday but French officials said 
they did not expect than to reach a final 
agreement. 

Iran is demanding full repayment of 
a SI billion loan made by the late Shah 
in 1 974. France has already repaid S630 
milli on, and is claiming comp ensa tion 
for French firms whose contracts were 
cancelled after the 1979 revolution 
which toppled the Shah. 

Meanwhile, Iraq said yesterday it 
will open a major project for the 
production of gas with a daily capacity 
of 1 00 million cubic feet at the southern 


port city of Basra. 

The government newspaper A1 Jum- 
huriya quoted the director-general of 
the South Oil Company as saying the 
project will be opened on February 8, 
the 27th anniversary of the first revolu- 
tion led by the Baath Party. 

He said the project would supply a 
network of industrial enterprises 
throughout Iraq with energy, produced 
from compressed gas accompanying 
crude oil. 

The A1 Iraq newspaper quoted Oil 
Minister Issam Abdul Rahim A1 


Chalabi as saying the first phase of an 
oil project will be opened in east Bagh- 
dad with an experimental capacity of 
20.000 barrels of oil per day (bpfl) ana 
14 million cubic feet of gas daily. 

The minister said the site with 
estimated oil reserves of 5-6 million 
tonnes of oil. covers 700 square 
kilometres (270 square miles). 

Chalaby said on Tuesday Iraq’s 
proven oil reserves were well over the 
100 billion barrels estimated by Ine 
industry magazine Oil and Gas Jour- 
nal. Only Saudi Arabia had bigger 
reserves, at 250 billion barrels. 


Plan to expand joint investments 


Kuwait and France 
to step up trade ties 


PARIS, Jan 26, (Kuna): The 
Franco-Kuwaiti joint economic 
commission last night ended its 
meetings here with an agreement 
on the need to develop bilateral 
economic relations, particularly 
in joint investments in other 
countries and the development 
of trade. 

' Kuwait's Finance Minister 
Jassem Mohammed A1 Khorafi 
told Kuna following the con- 
clusion of the commission meet- 
ings that annual meetings would 
be held in Kuwait and France to 
evaluate co-operation between 
the two countries and tackle any 
negative aspects in the economic 
fields. 

The minister added that the 
importance of this commission 
emanates from the excellent rela- 
tions between Kuwait and 
France and the mutual keenness 
to back those relations in the 
economic sectors, particularly as 
France enjoys huge investment 
capabilities. 

Khorafi pointed out the ins- 
tructions of HH the Amir of 
Kuwait and his keenness on co- 
operation with France in the 
joint investment field in Arab 
and friendly African countries. 

The minister added that the 
French side has explained the

situation in Eastern Europe and 
the possibility of Franco- 
Kowaiti co-operation in joint 
investments in the East 
European countries. 

Khorafi said the first section of 
the commission's negotiations 
has concentrated on evaluation 
of joint projects and ways of 
developing them ana an 
executive committee was formed 
to study the joint co-operation 
projects and their economic 
feasibility. 

The Kuwaiti minister said his 
talks with his French counter- 
part Pierre Beregovoy dealt with 
the future of Europe after the 
A creation'of the single European 


market by the onset of 1993, and 
pointed out that the summit con- 
ference of the Gulf Co-operation 
Council has formed a committee 
grouping Omani foreign and 
information ministers and the 
Kuwaiti finance minister to 
study the new international 
changes and their effects on the 
GCC states. 

At the concluding ceremony, 
Beregovoy emphasized the 
strong financial capabilities of 
Kuwait which he said is doe to its 
developed financial dynamism 
and theeffetiency of the govern- 
ment in steering its investments. 

He also said that the Kuwaiti . 
deposits in French banks in 
French currency have increased 
from four per cent in 1984 to 20 
per cent in the first half of last 
year.

Philippine aid plan 


CATBALOGAN, Philippines, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
Philippine President Corazon Aquino celebrated 
her 57th birthday yesterday by inaugurating a 
poverty relief programme tracked by billions of 
dollars in international aid.

“1 dedans today a total war on poverty," she said 
at a ceremony at the site of a proposed training 
institute on the island of Samar, 450km (280 miles) 
southeast of Manila. 

She added: “We (must) muster the resources 
within our reach and decisively fire the first shot in 
this war.” 

The institute is part of a $3.5 billion aid plan 
financed by Japan, the United States and other 
Western nations to help rebuild the Philippine eco- 
nomy.

UK has record trade gap 

LONDON, Jan 26, (Reuter): Britain today unveiled a record trade gap for 1989 
but the pound sterling and shares jumped as investors focused instead on better - 
rhan-expected monthly data figures lor December, 

The current account deficit. Loe widest measure of Britain’s foreign trade, rose 
to £20.3 billion ($33.8 billion) last year from die previous record of£l4.7 billion 
($24.5 billion) in 1988, official figures showed. 

But the December deficit, which was more closely watched by the financial 
markets, improved to £1 .12 billion (5 1 .86 billion) from £1 .4 billion (EL3 billion) 
the previous month. 

The December deficit was the best for 1 5 months and compared favourably 
with market forecasts of around £1.6 biUion ($2.7 billion). 

The narrower merchandise trade deficits for 1989 was also a record at £22.99 
bfllion ($38-25 billion), after 20.83 billion (34.7 billion) in 1988 and 10.93 MEon 
(18-2 billion) in 1987. 

The pound rose around half a cent against the dollar and by nearly one 
pfennig against the West German mark in European trading after the figures 
were announced. 

The London stock market was buoyant ahead of the news and jumped when

DISTANT THUNDER is a new look at tbe Vietnam movie. Several vets who 
are una ble to adjust to post-war society decide to live m the forests of the US as 
i hey once lived in the jungles of ’Nam. 

Mark Lambert (John Uihgow) is a vet who lives in a camp site with other 
former soldiers who keep their fighting grasp on reality and a predisposition 
Towards suicide. . , .. . 

Lambert decides to get his life together after witnessing his friend “kissing a 
train” (committing suicide a la ‘Anna Karenina”). With the sympathetic help of 
t. redhead Char( the very lovely KemeKeane), whose father died in Vietnam, be 
gets a job as a logger . rents a small house and sends a birthday card to his 1 8-year- 
old son Jack (Ralph Macchio), whom be hasn’t seen since infancy. When he 
reed ves Jack's reply —that he’ll be drivingcross country from Illinois to visit the 
father he's never seen — Marks gets cold feet and returns to ihe forest.

Like Kylie Minogue and Jason 
Donovan, Greg , and Amanda 
started their careers on a hit 
daytime Aussie soap. Just like 
Kylie and Jason, the pair have 
constantly been seen out 
together, but have always denied 
that there was ever a romance.

LONDON, (Reuter): Doublespeak 
— the art of not saying what you 
really mean — is alive and well and 
taking liberties with the English lan- 

^“Uhen an American politician 
says more weapons are needed to 
ensure “meaningful arms reduc- 
tion,” you may suspect that he is not 
being entirely frank, ' 

When space officials call the 
explosion that destroyed the shuttle 
Challenger killing all seven astron- 
auts on board an “anomaly,” you 
know that some serious damage is 


being done to the language of Shak- 
espeare and Chaucer. 

A new book, “The State of the 
English Language” edited by Chris- 
topher Ricks and Leonard 
Michaels, charts these and other lin- 
guistic trends in a series of specialist 
articles. 

Writing on doublespeak, William 
Lutz from Rutgers University in the 
United States says it is language that 
pretends to communicate but 
doesn’t 

“Farmers no longer have cows, 
pigs, chickens, or other animals on 


their farms,” he writes. 

“According to' the US Depart- 
ment of Agriculture they have 
“grain-consuming animal units' ... 
kepi in “single purpose agricultural 
structures’, not pigpens and chicken 
coops.” 

Aircraft do not crash in the lan- 
guage of doublespeak, they just 

have “uncontrolled con tact with the 
ground.” In the jargon of the 
nuclear industry, power stations do 
not explode, they suffer “energetic 
disassembly." 

Lutz, who is chairman of the com- 


mittee on public doublespeak for the 
US National Council ofTeachers of 
English, singles out colonel Oliver 
North's testimony at Washington 
hearings into the Iran-Contra scan-, 
dal two years ago. 

“Lying to Congress, shredding 
official aocmcnts, violating laws, 
conducting unauthorised activities 
were all “policy differences’ to 
North," writes Lutz. 

The US Defence Department also 
comes under fire. In the language of 
the Pentagon, bombs and shells 

which fall on civilians are “incontin- 


ent ordnance," while .killing the 
enemy is called “servicing the. tar- 
get.” 

When the US Navy spent more 
than 52,000 each on steel nuts, it 
described them as “hexifonn rotata- 
ble surface compression units.” 

.In 1977, Lutz reports, the Pen- 
tagon tried to slip funding for the 
neutron bomb — a weapon desig- 
ned to kill humans but leave 
property Largely intact — unnoticed, 
into an appropriations bill by calling 
it an “e nhanced radiation device.” 
In the financial world, the 


October 1987 stock market cras h' 
which wiped billions off share values 
and sent tremors through the global 
'financial system, has been described 
as simply a “fourth quarter equity 
retreat” 

And Lutz quotes federal reserve 
board chairman Alan Greenspan as 
saying in a speech: “I guess I should 
warn you, u 1 turn out to be par- 
ticularly clear, you’ve probably mis- 
understood what I’ve said.” 

Doublespeak extends into all 
; aspects of fife, says Lutz. In hosp- 
itals, people who die suffer a “diag-

Here’s another chance to see 
whether you’re more adept at rub- 
ber bridge or duplicate. How would 
you play this band at three no trump 
after the lead of the queen of hearts. 

Despite 20 high-card points and a 
wealth of prime cards, South was 
content with two no trump at his 
second turn — the hand was flat and 
lacked intermediates. Note North’s 
raise to three no trump. A bid of 


three spades would have shown a 
six-card suit and an unbalanced 
hand. Also, notice that four spfedcs 
has no play. * 

Assume you win the first heart 
(there's no point to ducking) and 
play the queen and king of spades. 
When East shows out you have only 
eight tricks and no way to get a 
ninth. You have tackled the hand 
correctly if the game is duplicate. 
The odds on a 3-2 break are 68 
percent, while a 4-1 break occurs 
less than three times in 10. This was 
not your lucky day. 

Playing rubber bridge you are not 
interested in the odds on a particular 
break. Your chief concern should be 
making your contract. With five 
fast tricks in the other three suits, 
and no imminent threat, you are 
interested in the best chance of ob- 
taining four tricks from the spade 
suit. 

That’s easy enough. At rubber 
bridge, win the king of hearts, cash 
the queen of spades and duck a 
spade, conceding a trick in the suit. 
Win any return and cash the board’s 
top spades, establishing a long 
spade in dummy as your fulfilling 
trick. That costs you an overtrick/ 
whenever the suit splits 3-2, but you 
will make your game a whopping 96 
percent of the lime.

reached. 

Pakistan ’captain Rameez Raja 
called Intikhab on to talk Lo the 
umpires, complaining he had not 
been told of the second warning. 

“The umpire has got to tell the 
sldpper but he never did that,” 
Intikhab said. “Rameez was never 
informed otherwise he would have 
had a word with Mushtaq." 

Intikhab, Victorian coach Ian 
Red path, match referee Jim Higgs 
and the umpires worked outa com- 
promise under which Mushtaq was 


credited with two warnings and 
would be unable to bowl if warned 
again, 

Intikhab, who was banned from 
bowling in a match against Queen- 
sland for running on the wicket 
when Pakistan toured in 1972-73, 
said the main concern was that 
Rameez had not been informed as 
required. 

He also pointed out that Mnsh- 
taq had been wearing rubber-soled 
shoes which did not damage the 
wicket.

Advertisers await Super Bowl kickoff 


NEW YORK, Jan 26, (Reuter): 
The Super Bowl the champion- 
ship of American professional 


contest on television this Sun- 
day, but it won’t be the only one. 

While the heavily favoured 
San Francisco 49ers battle the 
Denver Broncos in New Orleans, 
free-spending advertisers wiDbc 
hoping to score points during 
breaks in the action, which are 
certain to be frequent in the 
broadcast on the CBS television 
network. 

The game is eiqpected to be 
watched in more than 40 per cent 
of all American households with 
television sets, and commercial 
sponsors express few qualms at 
spending a record $700,000 for 
each 30 seconds of air time. 

■ "The Super Bowl is the biggest 
viewing event of the year,” said 
Michele Szynal a spokeswoman 
for Gillette, makers of shaving 
products. “If you're going to 
launch a product, that’s the best 
time to do it." 

This year 19 items, including 
beverages, financial services and 
automobiles, will be advertised 
during the 54 30-second spots, 
which were sold out two months 
ago. 

Several former Super Bowl 
sponsors, including IBM and 
Michelin, have bowed out this 
year, citing the high price, among 
other reasons. 

But for others, despite declin- 
ing ratings, the Super Bowl is an 
absolute must, apparently regar- 
dless of price tag. 

“Even though ratings are 
down it’s sdH the <

only game in 

town," says Fred Danzig, editor 
of Advertising Age, a trade 
publication. “And who knows? 
There may be enough hype 
before the game to generate a 
larger audience than expected. 
•‘It is still the premier sporting 

event in the country, if not the 
world," said Joe Corcoran, sen- 
ior brand manager for Bndweiaer 
Beer. “We feel we have to be at 
those events.” 

Although the Super Bowl’s 
audience share peaked in 1982, 
with a 49.1 rating, the game is still 

expected to be the most- watched 
sporting event of the year. 

Last year's game on the rival

NBC network, which is charged 
up to $675,000 for a half-minute 
or airtime; got a rating of 43.5, 
meaning the game was on in 43.5

-Nielsen MediaResearch. 

With an average of 2.66 people 
in each household, that means 
the Super Bowl can reach more 
than 100 million viewers. 

As Corcoran puts it, the show 


“slips from an incredibly huge 
rating to another incredibly huge 
rating." 

With so much money being 
tossed into 30-seoond time slots, 
the logical question to ask is 
whether these lavishly produced 
commercials affect consumer 
behaviour. 

“Does it make a person who's 
watching the game want to get up 
and go to the store -for a six- 


;7" asks Corcoran. “Proba- 
ly not. But it keeps ns in mind, 
so next time he’s in the store he'll 
think of us.” 

Danzig says the “frenzy" for 
advertisers began in 1984, when 
Apple Computer Co. launched 
its Macintosh personal com- 
puter in a heavily promoted com- 
mercial while the Los Angeles 
Raiders were demolishing the 
Washington Redskins in the 
Super Bown final. 

A §akx went through the roof 
in the next couple of weeks^” 
Danzig says. “That was the 

v alidati on 

‘'The cost of a commercial, 
considering what's at stake, is 
probably the best bargain in 
town the way these people 
analyse it,” Danzig adds. “It's 
almost nickel and dune.” 

While sales didn't exactly go 
through the roof for Rudweiser 
last year. Brewer Anheuser 
Busch says the brand had its 
most successful January ever in 
connection with 'Bud Bowl V 
the football parody commercial 
that featured a contest between 
two teams ofhehneted bottles. 

This year, the company has 
been promoting the rematch 
with teaser spots that first 
appeared during -baseball’s 
World Series in October. 

It has budgeted $7 million — 
including $1 million in produc- 
tion costs alone — for the six 
commercials created exclusively 
for Super Bowl Sunday. 

The outcome of the game, with 
pl ay -by-play commentary by 
CBS broadcasters Brent Mus- 
berger and Teny Bradshaw, is a 
tightly guarded secret 
Although the campaign has its 
critics — TV Guide magazine 
recently panned it — there istittle 
doubt that it has managed to 
stand out in a field crowded with 
flashy entrants. A survey after 
last year’s Super Bowl placed 
four of the Bud Bowl commer- 
cials among the 10 most 
memorable spots. 

Even Gillette's spokeswoman, 
Szynal acknowledges the beer 
giant’s success. 

“Every red-blooded American 
male, and even some females, will 
be watching the Super Bowl — to 
watch the Bud Bowl if nothing 


else," she says. “What an irritat- 
ing commercial.” 

■ The Denver Broncos have 
come up with a simple plan for 
winning their, -first Super Bowl 
after three losses — keep San 
Francisco 49ers quarterback Joe 
Montana from getting his hands 
on the ball 

“For us to be successful we've 
got to have a ball control type of 
attack and try to keep their 
offence off the field," Denver 
coach Dan Reeves told a news 
conference yesterday. 

Denver's John Elway, quar- 
terback for two of the Broncos' 
Super Bowl losses, was even 
more specific “What we have to 
do is keep Joe Montana off the 
field,” he said. 

Failing that, Reeves-said, the 
task facing his defence was to 
disrupt Montana, who led his 
team to a 16-2 record this season 
including two playoff victories. 

“We’ve got to try to get to him 
as much as we can and at least 
make him hurry his throws or at 
least get in his face so that he 
can't see quite as well" 

This may be easier said than 
done as the San Francisco offen- 
sive line did. not yield a single 
quarterback sack in the two 
playoff games. 

* r If we play up to our 
capabilities, then we have a 
chance. If we make mistakes- 
...then we’re going to be in big 
trouble,” Reeves saxL 

Elway agreed that stopping 
Montana's offensive machine 
was improbable. 

“Hopefully our defence will

Gooch & Co. start Caribbean tour 

England’s prospects bleak 


BRIDGETOWN. Jan 26, 
(Reuter): Labelled by their own 
chairman of selectors as one of 
the world’s worst Test teams, 
England's cricketers face the 
Caribbean tour with their prosp- 
ects so bleak that even one draw, 
in the five Tests will be an 
achievement. 

England have not beaten West 
Indies jp their last 29 Tests, hav- 
ing lost 14 of the last 15, and 
Graham Gooch's inexperienced 
squad appear to have little 
chance of arresting the trend in 
the forthcoming series. 

England’s best chance of 
upsetting the odds may be in the 
third Test at Queen’s Park Oval 
Port-of-Spain. the scene of their 
last Test win over West Indies in 
1974. 

A typical Trinidadian pitch 
would give England an outside 
chance of victory, though such a 
surfee was not produced last year 
when both the captains of West 
Indies and India criticised it as 
being unfit for a Test match. 

The Queen’s Park Oval pitch is 
characteristically green and 
bouncy on the first day, lending 
exaggerated importance to win- 
ning the toss. Indeed no side has 
elected to bat first in Port-pf- 
Spamsujce 1976. 

With the wicket getting brow- 
ner and flatter as the game goes 
on, England'spinneTs could well 
gain some assistance. 

Historical precedent suggests 
West Indies will not repeat the 5- 
0 drubbing of England in the ■ 
Caribbean four years ago. Todo 
so. West Indies would have to 
win a Test in Guyana for the first 
time since 1965. 

Seldom 

The easy-paced Ge or g e to w n 
pitch has always blunted the 
West Indian fast bowlers, apart 
from which Test matches in 
Guyana are seldom uninterrup- 
ted by rain, which last year 
washed out the last four days of 
the Test on India’s tour. 

Guyana would have been the 
ideal place for England to start 
the series but instead the crucial

Jamaica on Kingston's 
impredictable Sabina Park pi tcfL 

Admittedly, it has been dug up 
and relaid since En gland were 
bowled out twice within 89 overs 
in 1986 on a very uneven track, 
described by Michael Holdingas 
“not a pitch any batsman would 
want to bat on against really fast 
bowlers.” 

The Indian batsmen, however, 
had a torrid time on it last May 
when Courtney Walsh took 10 
-wicketsJn the Test and helped 
give his side victory, by seven 

‘ nt; wwii 

Early signs from the Carib- 
bean domestic competition, the 
Red Stripe Cup, indicate the 
pitch is still encouraging the 
quick bowlers — Ian Bishop, 
rated as the fastest West Indian 
bowler by Test wicketkeeper Jeff 
Dujon, took 11-124 for Trinidad 
against Jamaica at Sabina Park. 

England chairman of selectors 
Ted Dexter has hinted at a mis- 
match by describing the West 
Indies as the best Test team in the 
world and England as one of the 
worst. 

Yet while expectations of 
Gooch’s men may not be high, 
they will at least start the tour as 
arguably the fittest cricket squad 
toleave England. 

The players have had two 
months of net practice and 


rigorous 'individual fitness 
programmes, coupled /with 
week’s Training and practice -at 
the National Sports Centre in the 
middle of this month.

S. African blacks rampage 

KIMBERLEY, South Africa, Jan 26, (Reuter): Hundreds of black youths 
rampaged through the centre of Kimberley today after police thwarted their 
attempts to demonstrate against a rebel English cricket to or of South Africa. 

Glass filtered the normally quiet streets of this old diamond-mining town as 
the youths, some armed with sticks or branches torn from trees, nnaahg d shop 
and car windows. 

Earlier, several thousand blades tried to march on the De Beers Country 
Club, where the England cricketers opened their much pilloried seven-week 
tour. 

A line ofnolice with shotguns and tear gas blocked the demonstrators about 
two km (1.5 mites) from the pitch. 

The demonstrators stood face-to-face with the police for three hours while 
their leader, lawyer Kriah Naidoo, negotiated with senior officers and South 
African cricket chief Ali Bacber in a bid to march on the cricket ground. 

Naidoo cited Law and Order Minister Adriaan VJok as saying that protests 
against the cricket tour would be permitted so long as they were peaceful. 

Bacber said he would support a non-violent protest, but a police general, 
apparently after hurried consul rations by telephone with Justice Minister Kobie 
Coetsee, finally declared that the gathering was QtegaL 

Naidoo told reporters: “AliBadher made promises about our right to protest, 
but the police have other views.”

Thatcher backs down 

LONDON, Jan 26, (Reuter): British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher has 
scrapped controversial plans to force soccer fans to carry identity cards in an 
attempt to crack down on stadium violence, newspaper reports said yesterday. 

Front-page stories in most newspapers said Thatcher had been forced into an 
embarrassing political retreat by an independent report on Britain's worst 
sporting tragedy — the Hillsborough stadium disaster last April in which 95 

people died. 

Political soarces confirmed that the long-awaited Hillsborough report. due to 
be published on Monday, would criticise the identity card scheme. 

“This is a humiliating dimbdown for Thatcher whose cherished scheme this 
was. But it is very welcome news for football,” said opposition Labour Party 
spokesman Dennis Howell.
